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EMERGENCY CALL TO ACTION! 
ARRL Proposes Simplified Amateur License Structure ‘ 


The ARRL Board has agreed to propose a simplified Amateur Radio licensing structure with four classes. Lengthy 
discussion and debate during the Board's meeting July 16-18 led to majority support for a plan for four written 
examination elements to establish amateurs' operational and technical qualifications instead of the present five, and 
two Morse code examination elements instead of the present three. 


Under the plan adopted by the Board, the entry level to Amateur Radio would be known as Class D and would convey 
the privileges of the present Technician license. The written examination would be at the same level of difficulty as 
that of the present Technician examination, but consistent with the privileges of the license. All amateurs now 
licensed as Technicians would become Class D. 


The next step would be known as Class C and would convey the privileges of the present General license, but with 
phone subbands expanded by 50 kHz on 75 and 15 meters and by 25 kHz on 40 meters. Class C would be the 
entry level to high frequency (HF) operating privileges. To upgrade from Class D to Class C, an amateur would pass 
a written examination on the operational and technical qualifications required for HF operation and a 5 word per 
minute Morse code examination. All amateurs now licensed as General, Technician Plus, and-Novice would become 
Class C. The expansion of the telephony sub-bands would result from "refarming" of the Novice CW bands that 


are no longer required for their original purpose. 


The third step would be known as Class B and would convey the privileges of the present Advanced license, but with 
phone subands expanded by 50 kHz on 75 and 15 meters and by 25 kHz on 40 meters. To upgrade from Class C 
to Class B, an amateur would pass a more advanced written examination similar in difficulty to the present Element 
4A and 12 word per minute Morse code examination. All amateurs now licensed as Advanced would become Class B. 


The final step would be known as Class A and would convey the full privileges of the present Amateur Extra Class, 
with telephony sub-bands expanded by 50 kHz on 75 and 15 meters and by 25 kHz on 40 meters. To upgrade 
from Class B to Class A, an amateur would be required to pass the most difficult written examination in the sequence. 
Consistent with the practice in many other countries, no additional Morse code examination would be required 
beyond 12 words per minute. All amateurs presently licensed as Amateur Extra Class would become Class A. 


In their discussions, Board members emphasized that the objective is to rationalize and simplify the amateur licens- 
ing structure without reducing the requirements for any class of license. Where reductions in Morse code require- 
ments are proposed, there would be a corresponding increase in written examination standards. On the other hand, 
Board members were adamant that simplifying the structure should not come at the expense of privileges already 
earned by amateurs. Therefore, present Novice and Technician Plus licensees, having earned entry-level HF operat- 
ing privileges, would be granted the new entry-level HF license 


Adoption of the simplification plan marks the culmination of 30 months of work by the Board, during which time the 
input of literally thousands of ARRL members and other amateurs and prospective amateurs was considered. The 
Board debated a wide variety of options including both smaller and larger numbers of license classes, higher and 
lower qualification levels, and different privileges. Nine of the 15 Directors voted in favor of the plan, with six 
opposed. Following the meeting ARRL President Rod Stafford, W6ROD, observed, "The debate was at times conten- 
tious and the result was not unanimous. Some Board members preferred greater simplification; others were uncom- 
fortable with some of the changes being proposed. However, every Board member, without exception, left the meeting 
knowing that each of his or her colleagues did what they believe is best for the future of Amateur Radio."

GREETINGS 
Taken quite a while for me to get back to normal 
and sort things out at this end. Must be old age kreepin 
on or something. Hi. 

Ihave a very important issue to address which has 
been opened on previous occasions with absolutely no 
response. As mentioned above, the years are beginning 
to creep on and now with 70 of em under my belt, lam 
becoming increasingly concemed about the future of 
the club. The very last thing I wish is that they should 
plant FISTS with me and to this end, I had some 
dialogue with Nancy whilethe chance presented itself. 
Failing a replacement for myself, she is prepared to do 
for the EU members exactly what I am currently doing 
for the US, i.e. e-mail the newsletter for subsequent 
reproduction and mailing at this end. Far from 
satisfactory I agree and what is really needed is for 
someone to take up the reins and simply continue from 
whence I left off. 

Whilst I confess that is not to easy, given the will; 
all the necessary equipment can be made available 
when the time comes though I would hope that access 
to much of the technology required would already be 
available to the volunteer. A good computer, laser 
printer, colour ink-jet printer and scanner plus a 
sufficient knowledge of dBase programming etc., to 
continue running the club. 
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Although the printing press could also be made 
available, I would expect that whoever takes up the job 
would prefer to farm the printing out and there would 
be sufficient funds to comfortably allow this for a 
period during which the level of subs could be reviewed 
in the light of professional charges. 

Ideally, I would like to think that the job would be 
handled locally and by someone who is already aware 
of the way the club is currently being administered but 
Iam sufficiently aware of the size of the problem to be 
pessimistic about the practicality of this. 

We know not how much time is left and as each 
year passes, the need for action becomes more and 
more critical. If you think you can fill my size six and 
a half shoes then please please let me know. 


In less sombre tones, all hell was let loose when the 
RSGB despite the result of a national survey which 
produced very positive indications that the Morse 
requirement should continue, approached the RA with 
a View to instituting a no-code licence in 2001. 

I have been bombarded by questions from all over 
the world. Scores of e-mails arrived in my box and a 
number of sources requested statements from me. 

This knife in the back from a society which we rely 
on to state our case with the RA is a bitter pill indeed 
to swallow. My immediate reaction was that members 
should make the RA aware of our feelings and voice 
our fears for the future of this magnificent hobby by 
resigning from the RSGB. Not simply waiting until 
subs are due and then declining but indicating their 
dissatisfaction by immediate resignation. 

As much as I deplore the underhand actions in 
which they have indulged, we stillneed a voice. Without 
some sort of recognition, the current allocation of CW 
sub-bands will be flooded with unattended data 
transmissions or, even worse, telephony from 
individuals who either do not have a clue about the 
chaos their overdriven audio causes or - more likely 
perhaps - could not care less. You think I jest? Profane 
language is running riot on 2m “this is my <%)$!!@@ 
frequency so!@ off’ may soon be evident on the HF 
bands for the world to hear. 

This having been said however, CW is demonstra- 
bly strong enough to withstand such incursions. 


CANDLER/MC, ELROY 
Hello George. 

I was interested to see the note in KEY NOTE 
regarding the CANDLER (not the spelling) system 
and Ted McElroy. 

I too learned my Morse with the CANDLER system 
and still have the certificate dated 28th October 1952 
signed byM. A. Candler to prove that Iwas successful. 
There were three sections to the complete course. 
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The first was for beginners known as the scientific 
code course. The second was the high speed tel- 
egraphing course to build up speed. The third was 
the high speed typewriting course. 

I think you will find that McElroy was declared 
world champion at the Ashville code tournament on 
the 2nd July 1939 and the speed was 75.2 w.p.m. He 
did not write down the code received but used a 
typewriter (referred to in the CANDLER systemnotes 
as the “mill’’). 

Sorry I do not have any more information.”

QSL Cards 
I’m really sorry about this folks because although 
the cost of the pre-printed blanks for QSL cards has 
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not shown any significant price increase, the cost of 
postage is proving the difference between a modest 
profit and a dismal loss. 200 cards now cost over 90p 
and 100 over 50p to send through the post so I would 
be obliged if you would note this on future orders and 
add something towards this overhead. 

Talking about the Post Office, I am beginning to 
get a little worried about the future of the GPO letter 
service because email is not only much faster but also 
something like 90% cheaper and when I ask around, I 
find that not only are most large companies these days 
are doing the bulk of their mailing this way, there 
seems to be a growing band of small businesses jump- 
ing onto the band wagon. 


SHOWING THE FLAG

FILTERS 

What with the DSP-9+ (a moderately priced Digital 
Signal Processor from G3TUC), the Insect Filter, the 
Soundfield Stereo Adapter (also from Chris) and a 
recently resurrected Datong FL2, I have spent the last 
week or so playing around with all sorts of line-ups. 
Leaving aside the EDSP facilities on the FT1000MP 
and having the IF bandpass default to a lowly S00Hz 
withno IF shift or bandpass adjustments the AF output 
has approximated that which is obtained when running 
with 250Hz filters in both the 8.215 and 455 KHz IF 
stages. I left the Insect out of the equation because it 
is perhaps versatile enough to do the whole of what I 
required on its own. The remaining three were placed 
in series and connected to the phones output. the 
Timewave and Soundfield both run with dedicated 
centre frequencies (I chose 800Hz) and these two on 
their own were giving me superb results and switching 
the Timewave to ‘phone’ rather than CW meant I was 
virtually able to switch it out of circuit whilst still 
being able to take advantage of the gain. Similarly, the 
Soundfield is neutralised by a simple push switch with 
IN/OUT option. This gave me the opportunity to run 
either one on its own and they both had their merits. 
Activate them both however and the results are close 
to startling and I was losing signals almost by blowing 
on the tuning knob. 


ISSUE 7 1998 


One of my nagging thoughts in earlier years was 
that with two notch filters, it should be possible to 
create a virtual window into which the signal of interest 
could betuned by simply placing them both a convenient 
‘distance’ apart. When I tried this, I found that the 
incoming signal was degraded because of the slope of 
the individual notches which needed to be almost over- 
lapping to get any decent results but it still improved 
receive conditions. I then made up two rather complex 
filters which offered both low pass and high pass in 
addition to bandpass and this provided some marginal 
improvement. 

Some time ago I read an article in Focus (the FOC 
magazine) in which G3JVC resurrected an old but 
well tried arrangement using the ubiquitous 741 op- 
amps to produce a very useable peak/notch filter. He 
built two of these and placed them in series and was 
quite tickled to find that with this arrangement, he 
could null out both sides of a RTTY frequency shift 
signal. “7 claim no originality for the circuit which 
has been around for about 20 years. In that time, I 
have used two units in series, the receiver being wide 
band-width in normal use and the active filters being 
used in preference to the inubuilt 250Hz crystal filter. 
It is quite amazing to be able to lift a S1 signal from 
the noise and read it with the ease of an S5 signal.” 

Since I have an understanding with all the club 
Magazine editors who receive a copy of Keynote that 
they may use any item freely and I can do the same, I 
reproduce the circuit presented by John for those of 
you who feel like ‘messing about’ out of curiosity. 
From my memory of this type of circuit, the two pos. 
feedback 33nF caps should be close tolerance and 
carefully matched. It would be better to use a larger 
board than at first might seem possible to facilitate 
keeping inputs well clear of outputs. 

Plug headphones into output of filter. Select Peak 
and turn both “Q” and “Tune” controls anti clockwise. 
Switch the filter on and adjust the “Tune” until audio 
peaks. You may now adjust the bandwidth by means 
of the “Q” control. You can now switch to “notch” and 
bytuning on the receiver, you will experience the depth 
and span of the notch. A few minutes practice will 
have you setting it up in no time. 

Having constructed one, build another and stuff it 
series with this and you should end up with a very 
useful piece of kit.
